The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  3120)  to  amend  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allot¬ 
ment  Act,  as  amended,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon 
with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  extends  the  Secretary’s  authority  to  make  soil  conservation 
payments  for  an  additional  2  years,  through  December  31,  1958.  The 
Secretary  was  given  this  authority  in  1936  for  2  years  to  give  States 
an  opportunity  to  enact  legislation  and  submit  suitable  plans  for 
State  programs.  Twenty-four  States  and  two  insular  areas  have  en¬ 
acted  laws  to  provide  for  State  programs.

The  President  of  the  Senate, 

United  States  Senate, 

Dear  Mr.  President:  The  Department  recommends  enactment  of 
legislation  to  extend  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  to  administer  sec¬ 
tions  7  through  17  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act  of  1936  for  2  years  after  the  expiration  of  such  authority  on 
December  31,  1956. 

Section  7  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act  pro¬ 
vides  for  administration  of  these  provisions  by  agencies  of  States  which 
are  authorized  by  State  law  to  assume  that  responsibility  and  who 
submit  acceptable  plans  for  such  administration  to  the  Secretary. 
Section  8  originally  provided  a  period  of  2  years  in  which  the  Secretary 
would  administer  the  act  through  State,  county,  and  local  committees. 
This  period  was  provided  to  allow  States  sufficient  time  to  enact 
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legislation  and  submit  plans.  The  original  authority  for  Federal 
administration  expired  December  31,  1938.  The  authority  has  been 
extended  several  times  to  the  present  expiration  date. 

Up  to  the  present  time  24  States  and  2  insular  areas  have  enacted 
laws  to  provide  for  State  administration.  An  equal  number  do  not 
possess  such  authority  and  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Secretary  to 
administer  the  programs  authorized  by  the  act  in  States  without  such 
authority  even  though  the  States  who  now  have  legal  authority  should 
submit  plans  that  were  approved. 

There  is  attached  a  draft  of  an  amendment  to  the  act,  which  we 
believe  would  accomplish  the  desired  effect.  A  similar  draft  of  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  has  been  sent  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  it  has  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  the  proposed  legislation.

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  The  Department  recommends  enactment  of 
legislation  to  extend  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  to  administer 
sections  7  through  17  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act  of  1936  for  2  years  after  the  expiration  of  such  authority  on 
December  31,  1956. 

Section  7  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act 
provides  for  administration  of  these  provisions  by  agencies  of  States 
which  are  authorized  by  State  law  to  assume  that  responsibility  and 
who  submit  acceptable  plans  for  such  administration  to  the  Secretary. 
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EXTEND  ACP  AUTHORITY 


Section  8  originally  provided  a  period  of  2  years  in  which  the  Secretary 
would  administer  the  act  through  State,  county,  and  local  committees. 
This  period  was  provided  to  allow  States  sufficient  time  to  enact 
legislation  and  submit  plans.  The  original  authority  for  Federal 
administration  expired  December  31,  1938.  The  authority  has  been 
extended  several  times  to  the  present  expiration  date. 

Up  to  the  present  time  24  States  and  2  insular  areas  have  enacted 
laws  to  provide  for  State  administration.  An  equal  number  do  not 
possess  such  authority  and  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Secretary 
to  administer  the  programs  authorized  by  the  act  in  States  without 
such  authority  even  though  the  States  who  now  have  legal  authority 
should  submit  plans  that  were  approved. 

There  is  attached  a  draft  of  an  amendment  to  the  act,  which  we 
believe  would  accomplish  the  desired  effect.  A  similar  draft  of 
proposed  legislation  has  been  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  it  has  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  the  proposed  legislation.

BANNING  PENSION  PAYMENTS  Tj! 

OTRTAIN  PRISONERS 

The  Clei;k  called  the  bill  R. 
10477)  to  prohibit  the  paymen^f  pen¬ 
sions  to  perso^f^  confined  in  penal  insti¬ 
tutions  for  perWs  longer  thgn  61  days. 

The  SPEAKE:^  Is  ther^bjection  to 
the  present  consicWation/of  the  bill? 

Mrs.  ROGERS  of^as^chusetts.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  ask  unaim^us  consent  that 
this  biU  may  be  pE^ssi^  over  without 
prejudice.

Mr.  'TEAGUE  of  Texas.  Mr.  Spealier, 
this  bars  the  payment  of  non-seni^- 
ice-pnnected  pension  under  any  publii 
orp’ivate  law  administered  by  the  Vet- 
epns’  Administration  to  an  individual, 
/ho  has  been  imprisoned  in  a  Federal, 
'State,  or  local  penal  institution,  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  conviction  for  a  felony  or  misde¬ 
meanor,  beginning  60  days  after  his  im¬ 
prisonment  and  ending  when  the  im¬ 
prisonment  ends. 

In  other  words,  a  person  serving  60 
days  would  not  be  covered  by  this  pro¬ 
posal  but  one  serving  longer  than  that 
period  would  not  be  eligible  to  receive  a 
pension.  It  would  not  prevent  the  indi¬ 
vidual  involved  from  applying  for  and 
receiving  a  reinstatement  of  his  pension 
upon  completion  of  his  term  if  he  meets 
the  other  requirements. 

Pension  is  a  gratuity,  legally,  and  pay¬ 
able  solely  to  otherwise  eligible  veterans 
who  served  during  a  period  of  war  and  is 
not  based  in  any  way  on  a  service-con¬ 
nected  disability. 

Recently,  at  my  direction,  a  study  was 
made  of  the  number  of  veterans  in  prison 
in  10  States,  as  well  as  those  incarcerated 
in  Federal  penal  institutions.  The  num¬ 
ber  was  sizable  and  among  the  crimes  in¬ 


volved  were  theft,  narcotic  sales,  forgery,^ 
bank  robbery,  murder,  rape,  adulter 
kidnaping,  and  so  forth. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  Admln^ra- 
tor  may  apportion  and  pay  to  th^wife 
and/or  children  of  the  veteran  tja(e  pen¬ 
sion  for  which  he  would  be  ellgilDle  if  he 
were  not  incarcerated  in  a  pepal  institu¬ 
tion. 

While  admittedly  thera/will  be  some 
additional  administrativynurden  placed 
on  the  Veterans’  Admmistration  as  a 
result  of  the  enactm^t  of  this  legisla¬ 
tion,  it  does  appear/Uiat  there  will  be  a 
savings  as  a  resul^f  this  bill. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  sound  public 
policy  requirey'that  no  pension  for  a 
non-service-cpmected  disability  be  paid 
to  a  person  vmo  is  serving  a  sentence  for 
a  felony  ojr  misdemeanor.  It  should  be 
consider^  that  a  person  in  this  category 
is  recemng  care  for  all  of  his  creature 
comfons  and  in  view  of  the  non-service- 
connected  feature  of  his  pension,  there 
Is^o  valid  reason  why  such  a  person 
fould  continue  to  draw  a  benefit  from 
le  Federal  Government  when  he  has 
been  convicted  of  a  serious  offense  and  is 
serving  a  term  in  prison  for  this  offense. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Veterans’ 
Administration  concurs  in  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  this  legislation.
